HENDAYE, French-Spanish Bor- 


der, Sept. 14. — Anarchists have 
made a ‘coup d’etat.at Gijon, lone 
Spanish Government coastal stror;3- 
hold in the northwest, and have set 
up an Asturian dictatorship, insur- 
gent officers announced at Irun to- 


day. 
Military advices said Belarmino 
Tomas, an anarchist, headed the 


movement. 
He issued a decree breaking off 


relations with the Spanish Central 
Government and setting up a sep- 
arate anarchist state in Asturias, 
with himself the dictator. 


Army Staff Imprisoned. 
One of Tomas’ first acts was, to 


order the imprisonment of the 
whole general staff of the Spanish 
Government’s retreating northern 


oo ae insurgent headquarters 
at Irun stated, he imprisoned for- 
eign military experts with the Gov- 
ernment forces. 

Several high Spanish officers 
were ordered executed. 

Two boats were loaded with 
rightist prisoners, the insurgent an- 
nouncement said, and the captives 
were warned they would be sunk 
if insurgents made any more bomb- 
ing raids on Gijon, their present 
objective in the north. 

Earlier, the insurgent high com- 
mand reported that one column of 
its three-pronged drive on Gijon 
had captured a series of mountain 
villages in the wake of retreating 
Asturian troops. 

The Asturians fell backward and 
upward along the Leon-Oviedo high- 
way, about 50 air miles south of 
Gijon. : 

} They were driven to stronger posi- 
tions at higher elevation yesterday 
by land attacks and Gen. Francisco 
Franco’s bombing squadrons. 

New Field Headquarters. 

The insurgent field headquarters 
on the Leon front, in this sector,

EDEN PROPOSES LEAGUE SEND 
COMMITTEE TO HOLY LAND 


British Foreign Secretary Seeks 
Aid in Settling Problems 
in Palestine. 


By the Assoctated Press. 
GENEVA, Sept. 14.—British For- 


eign Secretary Anthony Eden to- 
day urged creation of a_ special 
committee to negotiate settlement 
of Palestine’s inter-racial warfare 
by establishment of separate Arab 
and Jewish states. 

Eden recommended to the League 
of Nations Council that a commit- 
tee visit the holy land to parley 
with Jews and Arabs, and then sub- 
mit a detatled partition scheme to 
Great Britain. 

A British Royal Commission al- 
ready has suggested splitting Brit- 
ain’s troublesome mandate into 
three territories—an Arab state, a 
Jewish state and a new mandated 
area to include holy shrines. Thus 
Britain hoped to ease tension that 
has caused widespread bloodshed 
and racial hatred. 

Establishment of provisional boun- 
daries for such division was pro- 
posed by Eden as the work of a 


special League-appointed commit- 


tee. 


INDICTED AS U, S. TAX EVADER 


Oklahoma City Man’s 1931 Income 
at Issue. 
By the Associated Press. 

OKLAHOMA CITY, Ok., Sept. 14. 
—John F. Kroutil, business man 
and one of the early backers of the 
Roosevelt-for-President movement, 
was charged yesterday with Fed- 
eral income tax evasion. 

The charge was filed before Unit- 
ed States Commissioner George J. 
Eacock. Details were withheld 
pending Kroutil’s arraignment. 
Kroutil, president of a milling com- 
pany and a brewing company, said 
the charge involved income taxes 
for 1931, but added, “I’m sure it will 
come out all right.” He was State 
chairman and national vice-chair- 
man of the Roosevelt Business and 
Professional League during the 1932 
campaign and traveled with the 
Roosevelt party on part of the west- 
ern campaign trip.

Asked at his press conference 
whether the Department of Justice 
had made an_ investigation into 
Black’s qualifications for the Su- 
preme Court, the President respond- 
ed that he did not know. 


Telling reporters he had antici- 
pated their questions on allegations 
that Black was a member of the 
Klan, the Chief Executive made 
public a statement saying, “I know 


only what I have read in the news- 


| papers.” 


“IT note that stories are running 
serially,” the statement continued, 
“and their publication is not com- 
plete. 

“Mr. Justice Black is in Europe, 
where undoubtedly he cannot get 
the full text of these articles. 

“Until such time as he returns, 
there is no Yurther comment to be 
made,” 


Black’s Negative Response to Re- 
quest for Interview. 
Special to the Post-Dispatch. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 14.— A 
member of the Post-Dispatch Wash- 
ington Bureau located Justice Black 

of the Supreme Court at the Savoy 
Hotel, London, by trans-Atlantic 


telephone this morning and received 
the following message: “Justice 


Black will not talk with anyone 
now or at any time.” What the 
correspondent wanted to interview 
e Justice about was the circum- 
stantial article published by a num- 
ber of newspapers yesterday con- 
taining the statement that he was 
a member of the Ku Klux Klan. 

The negative statement on behalf 
of Justice Black, of course, referred 
to the Klan articles. Heretofore 
Black ordinarily would discuss any 
public question or any public state- 
ment made about himself. 


Black Leaves London Hotel for the 
Countryside. 
By the Associated Press. 

LONDON, Sept. 14. — Supreme 
Court Justice Hugo L. Black left 
for the English countryside today 
after refusing to comment on al- 
legations that he was and now is 
again a member of the Ku Klux 
Klan, 

Before leaving, the Justice com- 
plained to the manager of his West 
End hotel about “lack of privacy.” 
He gave instructions that he was 
“permanently out.” 

He refused to listen to reporters’ 
questions, saying, “I won’t make a 
statement about anything.” 

London papers printed a state- 
ment by Senator Royal S. Copeland 
demanding Black’s resignation from 
the Supreme Court bench. 

Black said to a reporter who had 
been waiting outside his hotel door: 
“I have been hounded* by you fel- 
lows ever since I left home. I 
won't even listen to what you have 
to say because I know what you 
want. You simply want to ask me 
questions so you can write: ‘Black 
refused to answer.’” 

He walked to the hotel lobby and 
asked the manager to see that no 
one be allowed to come to his room 
without permission. He told tele- 


phone operators to answer calls for 
him with the statement that he 
was not taking calls. 

Then he rented a car and drove 
into the English countryside. 


Senator Walsh Says President Could 
Start an Inquiry.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 14.—Sen- 
ator David I. Walsh (Dem.), Massa- 
chusetts, called on President Roose- 
velt, in a public statement today, to 
set up an “impartial” investigating 
committee to study statements that 
Supreme Court Justice Hugo L.

SAYMAN'S HEIRS 
MAKE AGREEMENT 
10 DIVIDE ESTATE 


Details Remain to Be 
Worked Out, but It Is 
Said There Will Be No 
Contest Over $5,000,000 


TERMS OF THE WILL 
TO BE DISREGARDED 


Conference of Widow, 
Daughter, His Two Sons 
and Two Daughters Pro- 


ceeds Amicably. 


Heirs of Thomas M. Sayman, mil- 
lionaire manufacturer of soap and 
patent medicine, are planning a di- 
vision of his estate unlike that 
specified in the will filed yesterdry, 
which bequeathed only $30,000 to 
the four sons and daughters of his 
first marriage, and left all the rest 
in trust for his second wife, Mrs. 
Luella B. Sayman, and her daugh- 
ter, Mrs. Dorothy Jean Lane. 

Details remain to be worked out 
and will depend on the value of the 


estate when finally determined. A 
person who was in ciose touch with 
Sayman’s affairs has said the estate 
would be not less than $5,000,000. 

Agreement of the heirs on a di- 
vision of the estate will obviate a 
will contest which had been planned 
by Sayman’s two sons, Radford and 
Mark, who ran away from home in 
early youth and never obtained the 
forgiveness of their eccentric fa- 
ther. His will cut them off with 
bequests of $5000 each, and  be- 
queathed $10,000 each to their sis- 
ters, Mrs. Bonnie J. Horan of Colo- 
rado Springs, and Mrs. Bess Camp- 
bell of Hollywood. Mrs. Horan and 
Mrs. Campbell, presumably, would 
have joined Radford and Mark Say- 
man in contesting the will. 

Family Relations Friendly. 

Despite the estrangement which 
had existed between Sayman and 
the children of his first marriage, 
after his death last week Mrs. Say- 
man invited his sons, and Mrs. 
Horan, when they came to St. Louis 
for the funeral, to stay at the Say- 
man home, 5399 Lindell boulevard, 
opposite Forest Park. All accept- 
ed the invitation and relations be- 
tween the two branches of the fam- 
ily were observed to be friendly and 
cordial. 

Mrs. Campbell, daughter of the 
first marriage, and Mrs. Lane, 
daughter of the second,. were in 
Europe when their father died. 
They have been represented by oth- 
ers in the family conferences over 
division of the estate which fol- 
lowed reading of the will. 

Mrs. Sayman told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter, as she was 
leaving the Mercantile-Commerce 
Bank & Trust Co. shortly after the 
will was filed, that there would be 
no will contest. She was asked if 
that meant that provisions of the 
will would be altered by agreement 
among the heirs. 

“Yes,” she replied, “but the details 
are not decided; the matter is still 
in embryonic stage.” 

Terms of Sayman’s Will. 

Under the terms of the will, which 
was drawn Dec. 3, 1932, Mrs. Say- 
man was named co-executor and co- 
trustee, with the Mercantile-Com- 
merce Bank & Trust Co. She is 
vice-president of the Sayman Prod- 
ucts Co., and has been active in its 
management. Before her marriage 
she was an employe of the busi- 
ness. 

The will provided that Mrs. Say- 
man was to receive half of the in- 
come from..the trust estate and 
might dispose of her half interest 
in her own will. If she were to die 
without leaving a will, her share 
would be held in trust for Mrs. 
Lane. 

Mrs. Lane’s half of the trust fund 
income, the will provided, was to 
be paid to her in such amounts as 
her mother thought desirable, with 
any portion of the income not re- 
leased to her to be held for her 
until she reached the age of 30. 
After that age she was to receive 
the full income from her share. 
Mrs. Lane is now 21. She eloped 
last March and married Charles D. 
Lane, vice-president of Charles E. 
Lane & Co., medicine manufactur- 
ers. 

The will did not give Mrs. Lane 
the right to dispose in her will of 
her share of the trust fund. Her 
father’s will provided that if she 
died before her mother, Mrs. Say- 
man would receive the whole trust 
fund, unless Mrs. Lane was sur- 
vived by children, who would then 
be the beneficiaries of her share. 

Ultimate Distribution. 

Distribution of the trust fund in 
equal shares among Sayman’s de- 
scendants was provided in the event 
both Mrs. Lane and Mrs. Sayman 
should die without descendants, and 
without Mrs. Sayman having exer- 
cised her privilege of disposing of 
her share by her own will. 

In addition to the bequests of

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JAPANESE BOMBERS SINK

HONGKONG, Sept. 14—A Japa- 
nese cruiser and two destroyers 
bombarded the Chinese customs sta- 
tion at Samun, near this British 


crown colony, for revenge, tonight 
after Chinese warplanes and land 
batteries had fought off five Japa- 
nese warships attacking the Bocca 
Tigris forts at the Canton River 
entrance. 

The Samun customs station was 
badly damaged, however. It is on 
the route to the metropolis of Can- 
ton. 

A spokesman for the Kwantung 
provincial government said one 
Japanese warship was struck on 
the bridge by a shell and another 


was belching clouds of smoke where 


it had been hit by a bomb. 

The Japanese fleet of four de 
stroyers and one cruiser attacked 
the Bocca Tigris forts, protecting 
the river entrance and the route to 
Canton, at 5 a. m. 

Though the warships rained shells 
around the forts, the damage was 
said to have been negligible. Most 
of the shots were reported to have 
fallen far short. 

A squadron of Chinese bombers 
frgm the Canton air base dumped 
explosives on the attacking war- 
craft. The Kwantung Government 
reports said the Japanese warships 
were driven off and headed down 
stream to the open sea.) 

The Pearl River was closed eight 
miles below Canton yesterday 
except for a narrow channel, Chi- 
nese sank the hulks of old war- 
ships and junks filled with cement. 


FARMERS RAZE POWER LINE 
IN DISPUTE WITH UTILITY 


Rural Consumers Say Short Ex- 
tension Will Deprive Them of 
REA Service. 

By the Associated Press. 

BELLEVUE, O., Sept. 14.-4Picket 
lines of REA _ service farmers 
stood guard today after cutting 
down poles and half a mile of wire 
in the nearby rural district of Fire- 
side, O. Fifteen newly-placed pow- 
er poles were sawed off, three 
others had been pulled out of the 
ground and newly strung cables 
strewn about. 

More than 100 men and a few 
women went into action and they 
said more were rallying to the fight 
between members of the North Cen- 
tral Farm Bureau Co-operative Or- 
ganization and the Lake Erie Pow- 
er and Light Co. The farmers say 
a new mile-long line will prevent 
them from obtaining service under 
the Rural Electrification Adminis- 
tration program. 

The power company put 90 men 
on the line and rushed it to com- 
pletion late yesterday. During the 
night the farmers went to the scene 
with saws and lanterns and flash- 
lights and undid the work. 


PLANE CRUSHED BY ICEBERGS 


Zadkov’s Machine Disabled When 
Taxiing Toward Ship. 

BARROW, Alaska, Sept. 14. — 
The airplane of Pilot Basil Zadkov, 
who escaped injury in an accident 
Sunday when hunting Russia's six 
lost trans-Polar flyers, was 
crushed between two huge icebergs 
off the North Alaska Coast, it was 
learned today. 

The Soviet airman and his crew 
were picked up by the Russian ice- 
breaker Krassin near the scene of 
the mishap, 50 miles north of Flax- 
man Island. The Krassin said the 
plane was crushed while taxiing 
through jice-flecked waters toward 
the vessel. Extent of damage to 
the plane was not disclosed, but 
Zadkov saved some of his naviga- 
tion instruments. Members of Zad- 
kov’s crew also were taken aboard 
the Krassin, acting as a base for 
some Soviet planes engaged in 
the month-long Arctic search, 
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1,500,000 REFUGEES 
IN SHANGHAI BRING 
DANGER OF EPIDEMIC 


Relief Agencies Lack Funds to 
Evacuate Homeless Chinese; 
Food Riots Feared. 


By the Associated Press. 

SHANGHAI, Sept. 14—The mil- 
lion and a half homeless war refu- 
gees encamped in Shanghai’s for- 
eign settlements constitute a mén- 
ace to the city’s safety that is 
parallelled only by the war itself. 

Relief agencies fear increased 
cholera, smallpox epidemics and 
food riots. 


For these people there is no 
place to go, no food to eat, and re- 
sources are woefully inadequate to 
assist them. 

Of the hordes who have swept 
through every entrance to the city, 
it is estimated that only about 200,- 
000 have been evacuated elsewhere. 
Already the strained transport fa- 
cilities of the city are faltering. 

The Evacuation Committee is 
trying to charter steamships to 
move the refugees, but their efforts 
are failing for want of funds. Ship- 
ping has been hampered because 
Chinese have removed all naviga- 
tion marks along the Whangpoo 
and Yangtze rivers. Foreign ship 
owners fear the loss of their ves- 
sels in these uncharted streams, 


JAPAN PROTESTS BUT CLOSES 
TWO CONSULATES IN RUSSIA 


‘Reserves Rights,’ Declaring Soyiet 
Order Violates 1925 Agree- 
ment,

TOKIO, Sept. 14.—The Japanese 
Foreign Office announced today 
that “Moscow had dared to notify 
the Tokio Government” that it 
tihst take its consuls away’ from 
Odessa and Novosibirsk. 

This, said the communique, was 
in spite of the terms of an agree- 
ment of 1925, under which each 
Power was permitted nine consu- 
lates in the other’s country. 

Soviet Russia, however, has since 
closed two consulates in Japan and 
“has decided it will not recognize 
business” conducted at the Japa- 
nese Odessa and Novosibirsk consu- 
lates after toomorrow. Japan 
therefore is closing the consulates, 
but “declares its reservation of 
rights,” the announcement said,’

MOSCOW, Sept. 14.—Soviet offi- 
cials offered two reasons today for 
the closing of Japanese consulates 
at Odessa and Novosibirsk. They 
said Japan had eight consulates in 
Russia to the Soviets’ six in Japan 
and, moreover, there are no Japa- 
nese residents either in Odessa, Uk- 
ranian seaport, or Novosibirsk, a 
trans-Siberian Railway point.

A note handed to the British and 
French Charge d’Affaires said that 
“the situation which would result 
would be inacceptable for Italy,” 
and Italy, therefore, was abstain- 
ing from the patrol against the at- 
tacks on merchantmen, an out- 
growth of the Spanish civil war. 

The note pointed to Italy’s vital 
interests in the Mediterranean and 
said it was impossible for Italy to 
accept “anything but absolute par- 
ity with whatever other nations are 
in whatever zone of the Mediterra- 
nean.”

The latest orders sent 10 men-of- 
war from home waters into the 
Mediterranean, to co-operate with 
an augmented French fleet in the 
piracy patrol. 

The Fourth Destroyer Flotilla, 
composed of eight destroyers, a 
light cruiser and a flotilla leader, 
was commanded to be ready to sail 
Mediterranean from En- 
giand. This means there are 36 
British destroyers and four flotilla 
leaders—in addition to battleships 
and other heavy craft—assigned 
for piracy patrol duty. 

Nine torpedo boats from the 
French Atlantic fleet—with fresh 
cargoes of supplies, including muni- 
tions, taken on at Brest—have been 
assigned to Mediterranean patrol 
posts. The French and English 
War vessels will be the backbone 
of the patrol fleet. 


To Sink Offenders. 


The text of the protocol follows

eighth were put through a course 
of radio lectures by school princi- 
palg and teachers. 

These lectures are designed to 
give the children instruction in the 
courses they are missing while the 
schools remain closed. When the 
schoo] term begins, school officials 
announced, the pupils will be ex- 
amined on the subjects they are 
being tallght by radio. 

All North Shore schools opened 
on schedule. Berwyn, where the 
number of cases increased sharply 
from one to 12, closed the schools 
last week, a day after they opened.

In Atlanta, Ga., Imperial Wizard 
Hiram W. Evans, head of the Ku 
Klux Klan, declared the Klan “sup- 
ported” Senator Royal S. Copeland 
(Dem.), New York, in his 1928 
senatorial race. 

“Senator Copeland is a good friend 
of mine, however,” Evans added, 
“and I think he is the best candi- 
date in a bad lot seeking the mayor- 
ship of New York.” 

Senator Bankhead of Alabama 
said the renewal of the fight on 
Black was “a rattling of old dry 
bones” and added that “the matter 
was resurrected in the interest of 
Senator Copeland’s New York City 
campaign. 

“The matter was finally settled,” 
he said, “when Black was confirmed 
by the Senate, took the oath and 
received his commission.” 

The Imperial Wizard’s statement 
came in the nature of a back-fire 
on Copeland, who “asked for it” by 
declaring that Justice Black 
“should resign at once.” It was 
Copeland who led the fight against 
Senate confirmation of Black’s ap 
pointment to the Supreme Court. 

In an interview at Clinton, Mass., 
Senator Walsh declared: “The only 
practical thing that can be done to 
prevent Justice Black from serving 
on the United States Supreme Court 
is through presidential action. 

“The President could now, in 
view of the alleged new evidence 
that he (Black) is a Klansman and 
which was never before him or the 
Senate, ask some impartial agency 
to obtain all the facts—and, if the 
President, through such an investi- 
gation, found Black to be a member 
of the Ku Klux Klan, he could ask 
for his resignation. 

“The Senate cannot act until Jan- 
uary,” Walsh continued, “and then 
it can only investigate the facts, but 
could not remove him even if he 
was found to be a member of the 
Klan. 

“I repeat, it seems to me that a 
public statement should be made 
by Black to relieve the President 
of embarrassment and the charge 
of selecting, unknowingly, of course, 
a Klansman for the Supreme 
Court.” 

Klan Chieftain Evans declined to 
state definitely whether Black ever 
was a Klansman. 

“I know he is not a member now,” 
the Imperial Wizard stated. “But 
I have more to do than ramble 
through millions of membership 
cards to find out if he ever held 
membership.” 


“Had Evidence Showing Black’s 
Unfitness,” Says Copeland. 
WASHINGTON, Sept. 14. 
United States Senator 
Copeland, reached by telephone at 
his home in New York today by a 
correspondent of the Post-Dispatch, 
made the following statement: 
“When I was speaking in the 
Senate against Senator Black’s con- 
firmation as a Justiée of the Su- 
preme Court, I said I had in my

Text of Mediterranean Pact

OLLOWING is the text of the Mediterranean Anti-Piracy Naval 
by nine Powers: 


Accord, signed today at Nyon 


Whereas, arising out of the 
Spanish conflict, attacks repeat- 
edly have been committed in the 
Mediterranean by submarines 
against merchant ships not be- 
longing to either of the conflict- 
ing Spanish parties, and 

Whereas these attacks are vio- 
lations of the rules of interna- 
tional law referred to in partIV 
of the Treaty of London of 
April 22, 1930, with regard to 
the sinking of merchant ships, 
and constitute act. coutrary to 
the most elementary dictates of 
humanity which should be justly 
treated as acts of pirecy, and 

Whereas, without in any way 
admitting the right of either 
party to the conflict in Spain to 
exercise belligerent rights or to 
interfere with merchant ships 
on the high seas, even if laws 
of warfare at sea are observed, 
and without prejudice to the 
right of any participating Power 
to take such action as may be 
proper to protect its merchant 
shipping from any kind of inter- 
ference on the high seas or to 
the possibility of further collec- 
tive measures being agreed upon 
subsequently, it is necessary in 
the first place to agree upon 
certain special collective meas- 
ures against piratical acts by 
submarines. 

In view thereof, the under- 
signed, being authorized to this 
effect by their respective gov- 
ernments, have met in conference 
at Nyon, Switzerland, between 
the 9th and 14th of September, 
1937, and have agreed upon the 
following’ provisions which shall 
enter immediately into force: 

Participating Powers will in- 
struct their naval forces to take 
the action indicated in para- 
graphs two and three below with 
the view to the protection of all 
merchant shjps not belonging to 
either of the conflicting Spanish 
parties. 


(1) Any submarine which at- 
tacks such a ship in any man- 
ner contrary to the rules of in- 
ternational law referred to in the 
International Treaty for the 
Limitation and Reduction of Na- 
val Armaments signed in Lon- 
don April 22, 1930, and confirmed 
in a protocol signed in London 
Nov. 6, 1936, shall be counter- 
attacked and, if possible, de- 
stroyed. 

(2) Instructions mentioned in 
the preceding paragraph shall 
extend to any submarine encoun- 
tered in the vicinity of a posi- 
tion where a ship not belonging

A. Except as stated in sections 
B and C below, no submarine 
will be sent to sea within the 
Mediterranean.

C. Each participating Power 
reserves, for purposes of exer- 
cises, certain areas defined in 


Annex I hereto, in which its sub- 
marines are exempt from the 
restrictions mentioned in Sec- 
tions A and B. 


The participating Powers fur- : 
ther undertake not to allow the 
presence in their respective ter- 
ritorial waters of any foreign 
submarines except in case of ur- 
gent distress or where conditions 
prescribed in Section B are ful- 
filled, 


The participating Powers also 
agree, in order to simplify the 
problems involved in carrying 
out the measures above de- 
scribed, that they will severally 
advise their merchant shipping 
to follow certain main routes in 
the Mediterranean agreed upon 
among them and defined in An- 
nex II hereto. 

Nothing in the present agree- 
ment in any way prejudices ex- 
isting international engagements 
which have been registered with 
the secretariat of the League of 
Nations. 


If any of the participating 
Powers notifies of its intention 
of withdrawing from the pres- 
ent arrangement, notification 
will take effect after the expira- 
tion of 30 days and’any of the 
other participating Powers may 
withdraw on the same date if it 
communicates its intention to 
this effect before that date.

could not maintain a suit in Mis- 
souri courts if it were not licensed 
to do business in this State. He 
said records of the Secretary of 
State did not show the company 
was licensed in Missouri. 

The Facts and the Law. 

First, he found that the statute 
denying access to Missouri courts 
to unlicensed foreign corporations 
had been held unconstitutional. 

Then he learned that the Water- 
loo Milk Co., an Illinois corporation, 


and its affiliate, Waterloo Milk Co., | 


Inc., a Delaware corporation, had 
been licensed to do business in Mis- 
souri for several years. 

A Post-Dispatch reporter at Jef- 
ferson City found the recard of the 
registration and licensing of the 
companies in the corporation, divi- 
sion of the Secretary of State’s of- 
fice.

Son and Conservator Admits 
Putting Civil War Veteran’s 
Money on Horses and Cards. 


Arrested on a warrant charging 
embezzlement of $849, John F. Hen- 
ry of East St. Louis today said he 
lost most of the money, which he 
had in charge as conservator of the 
estate of his father, a 93-year-old 
Civil War veteran, in betting on 
horses in East St. Louis handbook 
shops and playing poker in back 
rooms of saloons.

Shields’ name entered the hear- 
ing when several witnesses said 
he broke up picket lines at the 
Cambria works of the steel com- 
pany to permit non-strikers to 
enter the plant. 

Picket Captain Testifies.

HIS FIRST SPEECH 
OR COPELAND 


Former Governor, in Brook- 
lyn Address, Refers to 
New York Mayor as 
‘*Hippodrome Artist.” 


LA GUARDIA DEFINES 
ISSUE AS MACHINE 


Executive Says That Under 
That System Mayor Has 
No Decision—Discusses 
Job of ‘‘Housekeeping.” 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 


NEW YORK, Sept. 14.—Former 
Gov. Alfred E. Smith, in the first 
of two campaign speeches for Sen- 
ator Royal S. Copeland’s mayoralty 
candidacy last night in the Brook- 
lyn Academy of Music, urged the 
voters to go to the primary polls 
on Thursday and nominate the 
“only ticket, the one headed by 
Senator Copeland, that will keep 
the hippodrome artist out of City 
Hall.” 

His remark, which was greeted 
with the laughter and applause of 
1200 persons who half filled the 
old Music Hall, was obviously di- 
rected at Mayor F. H. La Guardia. 

Smith directed the more serious 
part of his address, which was 
broadcast, to the problem of taxa- 
tion in New York, and promised 
he would develop this theme fur- 
ther when he addresses a meeting 
at the Hotel Astor on Wednesday 
night. He also denounced the new 
charter, which was adopted last 
year overwhelmingly in a referen- 
dum, as “the old charter with a 
few amendments to make it worse.” 

Attacks Utility Program. 

The former Governor, warming 

to his theme and following his old 
public speaking tradition of 
phrases, such as “Well, let’s look 
at the record,” and “That’s a lot 
of baloney,” took sharp issue with 
Mayor La Guardia’s public utility 
program of building a yardstick 
plant for the city to bring down the 
electric rates. 
_ Dressed in a brown suit and a 
fawn-colored vest, Smith was greet- 
ed by a cry: “Go give it to ’em, 
Al ”? 


“Well, here we are,” said the for- 
mer Governor. He first expressed 
his regret at being in Brooklyn on 
a political campaign without see- 
ing his old friend, the late John 
F. McCooey, former Democratic 
leader of the borough. 

He began his discourse with a 
review of the direct primary fight 
of two decades ago, and he ad- 
mitted quite frankly that he was 
opposed to direct primary nomina- 
tions from the inception of the 
movement in 1907 till 1913. 

Leading up to his taxation thesis, 
Smith said: “Now, let’s look at the 
record! That record, so far as the 
six and one-half million people of 
this city. are concerned, points to 
Copeland.” 

Former Mayor O’Brien There. 

At 8:30 p. m. the house was more 
than half empty. Ten minutes later, 
to the tune of “He’s a Jolly Good 
Fellow,” played by the 106th In- 
fantry Band, former Mayor John 
P. O’Brien entered. 

Meanwhile, Smith, the evening’s 
guest of honor, arrived at the acad- 
emy at 8:30 in a brown automobile, 
but without the brown derby of 
tradition. He wore instead a pearl 
gray fedora, and was accompanied 
by William F. Kenny. 

O'Brien, making the first speech 
of the evening, stressed party unity 
as the real issue of this campaign. 

Mayor La Guardia’s Speech. 

Mayor F. H. La Guardia made the 
first major speech of his campaign 
for re-election and probably his 
only speech for the Republican 
nomination at a citywide luncheon 
meeting under the auspices of the 
Women’s Division of the Republic- 
an Primary Campaign Committee 
at the Commodore yesterday. 

The Mayor appeared for the first 
time on the same platform with his 
Republican-Fusion running mates 
—Joseph D. McGoldrick, for Comp- 
troller; Newbold Morris, for presi- 
dent of the council: Stanley M. 
Isaacs, for president of the bor- 
ough of Manhattan, and Special 
Prosecutor Thomas E. Dewey, for 
District Attorney of New York 
County. Before more than 1000 
Republicans, men and women, from 
all parts of the city, the Mayor in- 
dorsed the ticket enthusiastically. 

His appearance at a meeting es- 
pecially organized for the Repub- 
lican primary, where he spoke for 
an hour, was accepted by his Re- 
publican Supporters as evidence of 
his desire to win the Republican 
nomination. 

However, the Mayor did not re- 
cede from the position he estab- 
lished on July 8, when he told a 
committee of 1000 independent Re- 
yublicans that he would be glad to 
have the Republican nomination “if 
it comes to me.” After stating yes- 
terday that he had already re- 
ceived two nominations for Mayor | 
from the Republican party, he re- 
peated: “I welcome the third, if it 
comes to me.” He assured his audi- 
ence that “I am not mad at any- 
body.” 

The only issue to be decided, said 
the Mayor, aiming his shaft direct- 
ly at his clubhouse organization op- 
position, is whether the city shall 
continue with clean, unbossed gov- 
ernment or go back to machine 
§°vernment. 

“Under machine

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government,”

La Guardia said, “the Mayor does 
not decide politics. He does not se- 
lect his own appointees. He does 
not control his own departments. 
That is done by the machine—the 
party machine. Now, I am not crit- 
icising. I just don’t like it. I couldn't 
be a part of it. 

“It is a sort of Charlie McCarthy 
form of government, and the only 
issue in the Democratic ranks,” he 
continued, with particular refer- 
ence to Senator Copeland “is on 
which of Tammany’s knees will 
Charlie sit? Is he going to sit on 
Kelly’s (Frank V. Kelly, New Deal 
Democratic leader of Brooklyn) 


Tammany Hall) knee? Now, I’m a 
little too heavy to be a Charlie Mc- 
Carthy.” 

Job of “Good Housekeeping.” 

Utilizing “a new campaign tech- 
nique,” but one which he said he 
had always used, that of “telling 
the truth,” the Mayor admitted that 
he held political views on which 
many did not agree with him. That, 
he said, has nothing to do with the 
job of good housekeeping involved 
in running the government at City 
Hall. 

Assailing his critics in the Re- 

publican primary, he said they had 
created a situation parallel to that 
which defeated Mayor John Pur- 
roy Mitchel 20 years ago, return- 
ing “machine government” to City 
Hall. 
“I wasn’t here at the time,” he 
said. “I was on a transport, while 
people Who now love the Constitu- 
tion were at home fighting good 
government. ... Mayor Mitchel... 
was opposed for renomination by 
some of the very people who are 
opposing me today.” 

Copeland Raises Klan Issue. 

The Klan issue was raised by 
Senator Copeland who declared Su- 
preme Court Justice Hugo Black 
was a member of the Klan. He 
added that Jeremiah T. Mahoney, 
his rival for the Democratic nomi- 
nation, was also “tarred with the 
stick of the Ku Klux Klan” be- 
cause of his endorsement of New 
Deal men and measures. 
Mahoney, disregarding the Klan 
“issue,” promised at a political ral- 
ly that he would seek a reduction 
in taxes, allot a “fair share” of 
available funds for low cost hous- 
ing projects, and renew efforts for 
amicable settlement of labor dis- 
putes.

Indignantly they exhibited a re- 
ceipt, signed by Seibel, that their 
hall rent had been paid, but to no 
avail. Seibel said there were two 

ons for the sudden cancellation: 

committee had no contract for 
the hall and it appeared that 
Negroes were going to attend the 
meeting. 

Members of German-American 
societies standing in the lobby said 
they could recall no other occasion 
on which the German House had 
entered into a contract for one 
night’s rent on a hall. 

Almost all of the members of the 
Ordnungsdienst, the uniformed sec- 

n of the Volksbund, were in the 

ilding while members of the com- 
mittee who had arranged for the 
meeting sought in vain to obtain a 
room in the house. 

Meeting Held Across Street. 

Finally the committee members 
gave up and, refusing to take their 
$15 rental back, hired a room in the 
Jeffla Halls across the street. Here 
about 150 persons, including half a 
dozen Negroes and even a few mem- 
bers of the pro-Nazi Volksbund, 
listened to a speech by Martin Hall 
of New York, an editor of the 
Deutshcher Volksecho, a German- 
American anti-Nazi paper. 

Hall, a former free-lance reporter 
in Berlin who has been in _ this 


country six months, said the bar- 

ring of the meeting across the street 

“showed the danger of Fascigm in 

America, which should not be un- 
estimated.” 

“We did that in Germany and 
look where it brought the country,” 
he added. 

He attacked the Volksbund, which 
he said had 30,000 members 
throughout the country, and as- 
sailed the newly appointed German 
consul-general in. San Francisco, 
Manfred von Killinger, who, he 
said, was an embattled party man 
and a participant in the Nazi putsch 
in Austria and “indicative of the 

e of diplomatic agents which 
rmany intends to send to this 
country.” 

Killinger was the principal speak- 
er at a large pro-Nazi rally in Los 
Angeles last Sunday. 

At the conclusion of Hall’s speech, 
which was delivered with consid- 
erable accent, Fritz Erandt, a mem- 
ber of the German-American Soci- 
ety, offered a resolution that an 
anti-Nazi society be formed here. 
“It won’t do us any good just to 
talk,” he said. “We've got to do 
something about it.” 

His suggestion was readily taken 
up and a committee was chosen to 
plan the organization.

FOOTPRINT TESTIMONY 
IN MURDER TRIAL 


Aged Expert Is Witness Against 
Man Accused of 
Killing Widow. 


By the Associated Press. 

DEDHAM, Mass., Sept. 14. — An 
aged New Hampshire footprint and 
fingerprint analyst testified yester- 
day that parts of two bloody foot- 
prints found in the cottage of Mrs. 
Grayce Asquith, Weymouth widow, 
were identical with corresponding 
parts of footprints of Oscar Bar- 
tolini, on trial for her murder. 

Bert Wentworth, 81 years old, 


former Police Commissioner of 
Dover, N. H., was called to the 
stand by District Attorney Edmund 
R. Dewing after the defense suc- 
cessfully attacked the qualifications 
of the prosecution‘s fingerprint ex- 
pert, Corp. Anthony S. Lacaire of 
the State Police. 

Wentworth testified that he had 
made a study of thousands of 
sole, palm and finger prints and 
that “a basic principle applies to 
all three.” 

Shown. photographic  enlarge- 
ments of the great toe of Bar- 
tolini’s left foot and of the great 
toe of a footprint taken from the 
bloodstained Asquith cottage, he 
was asked by Dewing “in your 
opinion were those made by one 
and the same person?” 

“Yes,” replied Wentworth. 

15 Points of Similarity. 

There were, he added under ques- 
tioning, 15 points of similarity. 

“If there were six or eight points,” 
the witness said, “that woulc be 
enough to establish perfect identity. 
But with 15 one can be absolutely 
certain.” 

The prosecution has contended 
that Mrs. Asquith, photographers’ 
model, was bludgeoned to death 
Sept. 20, 1936, and dismembered in 
the East Weymouth cottage. 

Her legs were found in Boston 
Harbor Oct. 5 and her head 18 days 
later in Fort Point Channel of the 
harbor. 

Wentworth _itestified likewise 
about a photograph of the ball of 
the same foot and one of the toes 
of the right foot print also found 
in the Asquith bathroom. 

George Lourie, defense counsel, 
was upheld by Judge George Leary 
in his contention tAhat Lacaire’s 
ability as a fingerprint expert did 
not qualify him as a footprint ex- 
pert, but he failed in a similar 
objection to Wentworth’s testimony. 

Lacaire, who had taken Barto- 
lini’s footprints and also lifted the 
footprints left in the Asquith bath- 
room, admitted under  Lourie’s 
cross-examination he had never 
made a test to determine identity 
of a footprint. 

Fingerprint Testimony. 

Lacaire had previously testified 
that fingerprints of Bartolini, Mrs. 
Asquith and John A. Lyons, missing 
friend of the murdered widow, were 
found on liquor bottles and glasses 
found on the table in the Asquith 
kitchen. 

Lyons’ fingerprints were obtained 
from the Veterans’ Bureau in 
Washington and Mrs. Asquith’s 
from State Police files. 

John Harney of Riverside, N. J., 
testified that a Philadelphia com- 
pany for which he worked sold 
twine, such as was found around 
the head of Mrs. Asquith, to the 
Quincy Shade & Screen Co., above 
which Bartolini had rooms. It was 
the only sale in the Boston area 
since 1927, he added. 


T V A SUGGESTS THREE RULES 
FOR RAIL RATE CHARGES 


Prevention of Barriers Against Re- 
gional Development Should Be 
Basic Rule, Report Says. 

By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Sept. 14.—The 
Tennessee Valley Authority, declar- 
ing that the basic principle of rail- 
road rate-making should be “the 
prevention of rate barriers against 
regional or territorial develop- 
ment,” made public today three 
suggestions for changing the meth- 
od of fixing charges. 
The suggestions were: 
“Establish a definite rule to the 
effect that interterritorial rates (a) 
shall be governed by the same 
freight classification as that which 
governs the rates in the territory 
of destination, and (b) that the 
level of interterritorial rates shall 
not exceed, distance considered, the 
level of rates in force and in effect 
in such destination territory.” 
“Reorganize or revise the intta- 
territorial freight rate structures so 
as to bring them closer together in 
both level and scheme and then 
blend the interterritorial rates with 
the intraterritorial structures.” 
“Amend Section 15A of the (In- 
terstate Commerce Commission) 
act so as to bring definitely within 
its purview the idea of an inter- 
regional and national flow of com- 
merce, coupled with an amendment 
to Section 3 which would make it 
apply with controlling force to dis- 
criminations between regions and 
territories.”

what his attitude would be on the 
four measures. He said he had 
read the Collector’s statement and 
added that the city faced a “serious 
situation.” The four bills provide 
for a granduated tax on theater 
tickets, an increase of 1 cent a gal- 
lon in the city gasoline tax, a 2 per 
cent tax on newspaper advertising 
revenue and a tax of 1 cent a pack- 
age on cigarettes.

OR does the matter rest there. 

If the plans of the Browns 
and Cardinals are carried out, the 
two St. Louis clubs next year will 
be in the night baseball ranks, 
making four of the 16 major 
league clubs that will be experi- 
menting with the floodlights.

Baseball finally will adapt its 
views to the trend of the times. 

Fewer persons than formerly 
are able to leave their daytime 
work to attend midweek ball 
games. At night we have some- 
thing like a 90 per cent leisure 
class. 

There is one tendency that may 
operate in favor of daylight base- 
ball. It is found in that industrial 
trend whereby workers have two 
of the seven days a week off, 
and also in the reduction of 
work-day hours, 

But our guess is that the ma- 
jor leagues are going to give 
night baseball a good old college 
try in at least eight of the 11 
cities now sponsoring major 
league teams.

Methods of Choosing 
Settlers for Federal 
Colonization Projects 


Golden Mean Is Man Not Likely to Go Bank- 
rupt or to Be Discontented, Farm 
Security Official Reports.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 14.—Pre- 
cisely how dumb a farmer should 
be in order to qualify as a tenant 
of Uncle Sam is a problem now ex- 
ercising the master minds of Rex- 
ford Guy Tugwell’s late Resettle- 
ment Administration, recently ab- 
sorbed by the Farm Security Ad- 
ministration of the Department of 
Agriculture. The question is dis- 
cussed in a report, published today, 
by John B. Holt, a former staff 
member of the Resettlement Admin- 
istration. The title is “Methods and 
Criteria Used in Selecting Families 
for Colonization Projects.” 

_ The golden mean, decides the au- 
thor, is a husbandman not so unin- 
telligent as to go bankrupt, and 
thus cost the Government from one 
to 17 years of payments on con- 
struction charges; but at the same 
time not so gifted as to become dis- 
satisfied with the hardships and 
low income of agricultural life. It 
is not important, says Holt, that the 
farmer’s wife should not be discon- 
tented with the privations of her 
lot. 

Past Experience. 

The human material for reclama- 
tion and colonization projects, it is 
stated, is of equal importance with 
the selection of the land to be cul- 
tivated or the buildings constructed 
on it. This is said to be the first 
study of the type of families suit- 
able for such undertakings. The 
point is made that, beginning in 
1908, the Bureau of Reclamation 
settled about 24,000 families on irri- 
gation projects, and that by 1919 
only 65.2 per cent of the original 
colonists still remained on their 
homesteads, They had been chosen 
haphazard, from all comers, with no 
specific qualifications required of 
applicants. Therefore, concludes 
the report, the survival method of 
selecting long-term settlers was 
proved to be “an expensive and in- 
effectual practice.” 

Religion, or some emotional sub- 
stitute for piety, is declared to be 
a desirable trait in a colonist. 

“The general conclusion,” states 
the report, “is that religion creates 
group unity, a common purpose and 
a common code. The spirit de- 
rived from the cohesion of highly 
religious, idealistic and strongly 
loyal groups is known as morale. 
The individual members thus bene- 
fit from a strengthening of the wish 
to carry on, and a confirmed tenac- 
ity that helps them overcome dis- 
couragement and hardship.” 

“& Lowbrow Occupation.” 

Asking whether intelligence is a 


helpful quality, the author quotes 


“an experienced colonization agent” 


as declaring that “by and large, 
farming is a lowbrow occupation,” 
that settlers do better “if they have 
no great supply of brains,” and that 
“education is likely to prove a han- 
dicap.” But another observer is 
cited as maintaining that “the kind 
of man likely to be a successful 
project settler is an intelligent per- 
son who would find no difficulty 
in placing himself elsewhere in the 
economic system,” and that he 
should be “impatient of privation 
for himself, and even more for his 
wife and children.” Still a third 
authority holds that “it is willing- 
ness to do without which finally 
conquers the land.” 

The author’s formal decision on 
this point is that the project farm- 
er should possess “a rudimentary 
education and as much additional 
education as is in harmony with a 
favorable attitude toward farm 
life.” 

Qualifications Recommended. 

Among qualifications recommend- 
ed for consideration in choosing 
colonists are listed the following: 

A co-operative wife and children, 
who wish to live on and help with 
a farm. 

Size and age-sex composition of 
the family in accordance with the 
size and type of farm. 

General good health and stamina 
of the family members; absence of 
hereditary disease or susceptibility 
to it. 

Character, stability and sense of 
responsibility. 

Alertness, resourcefulness, judg- 
ment. 

Religion, when it tends to sanc- 
tify the agricultural virtues. 

Capital of from $2000 to $5000, 
both for expenditures to develop 
the farm and as a guarantee of se- 
rious purpose. 

Most Desirable Trait. 

Results in the Bureau of Recla- 
mation, the report adds, show. that 
the traits considered most desir- 
able may be ranked as to impor- 
tance in the following order: First, 
experience in the particular type 
of farming adopted; second, capi- 
tal; third, industry, and, fourth, 
character. 

The study is based on the meth- 
ods of selecting settlers developed 
by the Bureau of Reclamation, the 
Division of Subsistence Homesteads 
of the Department of the Interior, 
the Resettlement Administration 
and the Division of Rural Rehabili- 
tation of the former Federa] Emer- 
gency Relief Administration. Col- 
onization systems employed by rail- 
roads and other organizations, both 
in the United States and abroad, 
were also utilized. 
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U.S. TAX EXEMPTIONS 


Must Be 
Reached—Would Change 


Corporation Levy. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 14.—Sena- 
tor King (Dem.), Utah, expressed 
the opinion today that Congress 
will find it necessary to lower 
income tax exemptions so as to 
reach more taxpayers. Tax revision 
is one of the administration’s pro- 
posals for the next Congress ses- 
sion. 

King said he would propose leg- 
islation to “codify and simplify” the 
tax laws, repeal of the capital gains 
tax and to make material changes 
in the undistributed profits tax. 

He asserted the capital gains levy 
had not produced substantial rev- 
enue and had retarded business ac- 
tivity, while the undistributed 
profits tax should be changed to 
permit corporations to make deduc- 
tions in cases where they are pre- 
vented by special circumstances 
from declaring dividends. 

King, ranking majority member 
of the Senate Finance Committee, 
returned from Utah to begin a two 
weeks’ study of the tax laws. He 
said he planned to confer with 
Treasury experts who are prepar- 
ing recommendations for the ad- 
ministration’s bill. 

The House Interim Committee ap- 
pointed to hold hearings on the tax 
revision question is expected to re- 
turn here after Oct. 1 to begin its 
work. King said he would attempt 
to incorporate his ideas in the ad- 
ministration bill or propose them 
as separate legislation. 

The Utah Senator said he was 
“disappointed” at the manner in 
which the Board of Tax Appeals 
has functioned and will propose 
that the board’s judicial powers be 
curtailed. The board, he said, has 
“enveloped itself in judicial rai- 
ment” whereas it should serve as 
an advisory and administrative 
agency. 

King said he would also propose 
that’ the cost of tax collection be 
reduced by “simplifying and decen- 
tralizing” the power of making de- 
cisions in tax matters. He suggested 
that the internal revenue system 
be converted into a career system. 


COURT UPHOLDS ‘PROTECTIVE’ 
STRIKE FOR CLOSED SHOP 


New Jersey Judge Distinguishes Be- 
tween His and Fellow Jurists 
Decision in Labor Case.

NEWARK, N. J., Sept. 14.—Vice- 
Chancellor John O. Bigelow today 
upheld the legality of a strike for 
a closed shop sought by a labor un- 
ion as a “protective measure.” In 
a decision permitting a strike and 
“peaceable picketing” at a Newark 
electro plating plant, he contrasted 
a “protective” strike and one which 
aimed to “create a monopoly of la- 
bor.” 

Bigelow said he assumed that in 
the latter category fell the July 
ruling of Vice-Chancellor Maja 
Leon Berry that a closed shop con- 
tract was illegal. On Berry’s de- 
cision Bigelow commented today as 
follows: 

“The opinion does not state the 
surrounding circumstances, but 
from the citations in it, I assume 
that the strike in the International 
Ticket Co.’s (Newark) plant was 
but an. incident of a broad move 
toward monopolization of the labor 
market and that his words should 
be understood as applicable only to 
such a situation.” 

In granting an injunction against 
a strike and picketing by seven 
American Federation of Labor un- 
ions, Berry said: “It seems strange 
that at this late day it should be 
necessary to repeat that a strike 
which has for its object the closed 
shop is unlawful, and that a con- 
tract providing for the closed shop 
is illegal and unenforceable.” 

In his decision today, Bigelow re- 
fused to restrain members of Local 
44, Metal Polishers’, Buffers’ & 
Electro-Plates’ Union, from picket- 
ing the Four Plating Co. 


SECOND SUPERNOVA FOUND 


Exploding Star 500,000,000 
Brighter Than Sun. 
By the Associated Press. 
PASADENA, Cal., Sept. 14.—Dis- 
covery of another supernova, or 
exploding star, 500,000,000 times as 
Lright as the sun, was disclosed 
yesterday by Dr. Fritz Zqicky of the 
California Institute of Technology. 
The star was found in the con- 
stellation of Perseus, about 7,000,000 
light years from the earth’s system 
of stars. It was discovered on a 
photograph taken at Palamar 
Mountain Sept. 10. A supernova of 
equal brightness was detected 
Aug. 29. The date of the explosion 
of the newly found star is not 
known.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 14.—For- 
eign countries owe the United 
States approximately $18,300,000,000, 
according to a resume of foreign 
trade during the first seven months 
of 1937 which was made public by 
the Department of Commerce yes- 


terday. 
This includes roughly 12 billion 


dollars of war debts. In addition, 
other nations are indebted to this 
country in the sum of $12,400,000 on 
private long-term accounts, but 
against this there is $6,100,000 whicn 
the United States owes other coun- 
tries under the heading of private 


long-term accounts. 

The United States exported do- 
mestic products valued at $1,722,- 
000,000 between Jan. 1 and July 30 
last, reports the author of the sur- 
vey, Ernest A. Tupper, chief of the 
Division of Foreign Trade Statistics. 
This was an increase of $460,000,000 
over the figure for the correspond- 
ing period of 1936. 

On the other hand, the value of 
imports for consumption amounted 
to $1,887,000,000 during the first 
seven months of this year, an in- 
crease of $536,000,000 over the same 
period last year. The excess of 
imports over exports was thus 
$165,000,000, or about 10 per cent. 


Expansion of a Billion. 

Counting the volume of tradefin 
both directions, an expansion of al- 
most exactly a billion dollars oc- 
curred during the seven months. 
This is regarded by the Department 
of Commerce as reflecting and con- 
tributing to a rise in domestic pros- 
perity. 

Rearmament programs in for- 
eign countries formed a large 
factor in augmenting exports. Semi- 
finished and finished manufac- 
tures representing 74 per cent of all 
exports durning the period, were 
responsible for $409,000,000 of the 
increased value of goods. sent 
abroad. Crude materials, of which 
leaf tobacco, unmanufactured cot- 
ton and crude petroleum were the 
principal items, increased $39,000,- 
000, while exports of foodstuffs rose 
only $12,000,000. 

Entrance free of duty was 
granted to 57 per cent of the 
commodities imported during the 
seven months. These are goods 
considered not directly competitive 
with United States production, such 
as tropical foodstuffs and industrial 
materials which either are not 
produced in this country, or in 
quantities insufficient to meet our 
requirements. Included are such 
articles as rubber, silk, coffee. 
cocoa, bananas, tin, nickel and 
chrome ore and goat and kid skins. 
Duty-free foodstuffs, including sau- 
Sage casings and sugar from the 
Philippines, increased $50,000,000. 
Finished manufactures free of duty 
increased $21,000,000, chiefly as a 
result of larger imports of news- 
print paper. 


Dutiable Merchandise. 


Imports of dutiable merchandise 
increased $244,000,000, and included 
such commodities as cattle-hides 
and calf-skins, unmanufactured to- 
bacco, clothing wool, petroleum, 
manganese, tungsten ore, bauxite 
and flaxseed. ‘Imports of crude and 
manufactured foodstuffs, such as 
vegetable fats and oils, grains and 
meat products, increased $67,000,- 
000. An increase of $10,000,000 in im- 
, ported precious stones is taken as 
reflecting expanded purchasing 


|power in the United States. 


The trade agreements negotiated 
by the State Department are con- 
sidered a minor factor in the show- 
ing for the period, since most of 
them were in effect before 1936 or 
early in that year. The chief in- 
fluences listed are drouth, rise of 
prices in this country, greater in- 
dustrial activity and increased pur- 
chasing power. 

“Although substantial reduction 
or complete elimination of the mer- 
chandise import balance is antici- 
pated by the end of the year,” con- 
cludes the report, “merchandise im- 
ports moderately larger than mer- 
chandise exports should be a cause 
for gratification. Since the World 
War the United States has shifted 
from a net debtor to a net creditor 
nation, and the normal functioning 
of fundamental economic laws 
should tend to result in merchan- 
dise imports in excess of exports.” 


iHOMAS MASARYK 
DIES; FOUNDER OF 
UCECHOSLOVAKIA 


Liberator of His Country 
and First President of 
Republic Succumbs at 87 
After Brief Illness.

PRAHA, Czechoslovakia, Sept. 14. 
—Dr. Thomas G. Masaryk, first 
president of the Czechoslovakian 
republic, died at his Chateau de 
Lany at 3:29 a. m. today. He was 
87 years old. He was known as 
the founder and liberator of his 
country. 

President Eduard Benes, Premier 
Milan Hodza and members of the 
former President’s family were pres- 
ent when death came, 

Dr. Masaryk had been seriously 
ill since Sept. 2. He rallied slightly 


last week but on Sunday night took 
a sudden turn for the worse. 

When the death was announced 
flags in Praha and at the Chateau 
de Lany, the residence given him 
by the people, were half-masted. The 
country folk among whom he had 
spent his last years uncovered 
their heads and bent their knees in 
silent prayer. They had been stand- 
ing silently outside the castle 
throughout the night seeking word 
of his condition. 

. Asa former lecturer on philosopy, 
Dr.. Masaryk viewed death as the 
“common enemy of mankind.” 

“If it must come,” he said, “I 
shall at least know I died fighting 
against it.” 

He retired as President of Czecho- 
slovakia on Dec. 14, 1935, a national 
hero. He had continuously served 
the republic as President from its 
inception in 1918. 

Birthday Celebrated by Nation. 

For several years his birthday on 
March 7 has been an occasion for 
a national celebration, observed by 
his countrymen throughout the 
world. 

He said his chief bitterness on 
retiring was that his age no longer 
permitted him his favorite diver- 
sions of wrestling and dancing. 

From his American wife, from 
his travels in the United States in 
behalf of his budding republic he 
developed a high regard for that 
country. Not long ago he said: 

“T need not repeat how deep is 
the attachment and love of our 
people for the people of the United 
States. My own friendship and 
gratitude to America in befriending 
us is everlasting.” 

Received Wilson Foundation Medal. 

From United States Minister J. 
Butler Wright he received the 
Woodrow Wilson Foundation medal. 
In this he was cited for “his 
example in maintaining the devo- 
tion of the republic which he 
founded to the constitutional and 
parliamentary democracy” and for 
“his unceasing struggle for the 
“rights of individual human beings 
against tyrants.” 

Last year on his birthday, while 
his country’s towns were bright 
with bunting and all army garri- 
sons boomed 21-gun salutes in his 
honor, he proudly ' asserted the 
nation was “a democracy at peace 
within and without.” 

He saw his protege, Eduard 
Benes, step into the presidency as 
the immediate successor. Fascists 
and Right radicals were overwhelm- 
ingly defeated in Benes’ election. 


Career of Masaryk, “Grand Old 
Man” of Czechoslovakia. 


T grand o G. MASARYK was “the 


grand old man” of his country, 
its founder and its liberator. He 
was its chief executive for 17 years, 
from November, 1918, to Dec. 14, 
1935, and retired only because of 
his advanced age. Although the 
constitution of Czechoslovakia lim- 
its a president of the country to 
two terms of seven years each, that 
provision was expressly made non- 
applicable to Masaryk and he was 
declared president for life. 
Masaryk was an idealistic, hu- 
manitarian man, a lover of freedom 
and a fighter against tyranny and 
intolerance. He was an intellectual

—he had been a professor of phil- 
osophy most of his life—but also an 
able practical man of affairs. He 
was a strong admirer of President 
Woodrow Wilson and it largely was 
the work of the two men, with their 
belief in independent minorities, 
which created the Czechoslovakian 
Republic at the end of the World 
War. 


Planned Early to Be Teacher. 
Born in 1850, the son of a coach- 
man on one of he Austrian imperi- 
al estates, Masaryk early in life 
planned to become a teacher. He 
abandoned that idea temporarily 
when he was 15 years old to work 
for a Vienna locksmith. But the 
job disgusted him and he went back 
to study at the University of Brno. 
He continued his studies at the 
Universities of Vienna and Leipzig. 
It was at the latter university 
that he met an American girl, Miss 
Charlotte Garrigue, who was in 
Leipzig studying music under Liszt. 
They were later married, after 
Masaryk made his first visit to the 
United States. He took her name 
as his own middle name and it was 
also given to all their children. 
Masaryk became a lecturer in 


philosophy at the University of 
Prague (now Praha), in the future 
capital of Czechoslovakia, pub- 
lished a sociological book, “Suicide 
as a Phenomenon of Modern Civil- 
ization,” and founded a scholarly 
review. 


In 1895 an article in this journal 
was the beginning of a sensational 
controversy which aroused the lat- 
ent patriotism of the Czechs, then 
still members of the Hapsburg em- 
pire. The article, written by a 
friend of Masaryk, attacked a long- 
accepted Bohemian legend that the 
Czechs were the descendants of 
the most civilized of Southern Eu- 
ropeans. Masaryk was accused of 
vilifying his own race, but he 
weathered the storm. 

Four years later he again gained 
temporary popular disfavor by de- 
fending a Jew accused of “ritual 
murder” but he proved the charges 
to be false. 

To Parliament in Vienna. 

Masaryk had entered politics by 
joining the progressive Young 
Czech party in the 1880s and in 
1891 he was elected to Parliament

HAILE SELASSIE SAYS 
ETHIOPIA STILL RESISTS 


Writes to League That Italians 
Have Merely Occupied 
Strategic Points. 


By the Associated Press. 

GENEVA, Sept. 14.—Exiled Em- 
peror Haile Selassie told the League 
of Nations today that his East Af- 
rican domain was still bitterly re- 
sisting Italy’s army of occupation, 
From England he sent a letter to 
the League, asserting that Musso- 
lini’s legions had occupied merely 
strategic points in Ethiopia, Italy 
claims complete dominion. 

Italian exploratory columns sent 
into the interior have been with- 
drawn, said Selassie, because of 
hostility of the natives, who severed 
communications and prevented are 
rival of supplies. 

“My report indicates the resent- 
ment of my people is hardening and 
continuing tirelessly,” he said. 

The League Assembly coinciden- 
tally heard a plea from the Chilean 
delegate, Astin Edwards, urging 
modification of the League Cove- 
nant in some way that would bring 
in all non-member nations—includ- 
ing the United States. 

In view of the “grave, tragic com- 
plications obscuring the horizon,” 
the Chilean asked for League re- 
forms that would give assurances 
to America and thus perhaps woo 
the eight non-member American 
states into the League. 

He suggested consultation with 
those nations—the United States, 
Brazil, Honduras, San Salvador, 
Costa Rica, Guatemala, Nicaragua 
and Paraguay—before effecting the 
reforms. 


PARAGUAYAN SEIZURE OF 
PEACE OBSERVERS SETTLED 


Delegation to Chaco Conference Ad 
mits Arrest of Neutrals Was 
an Error. 

By the Associated Press. 

BUENOS AIRES, Sept. 14.— A 
protest over the seizure of two 
neutral military observers of the 
Chaco peace commission by Para- 
guayan troops was settled today. 

M@he Paraguayan delegation to the 
conference said the incident was 
closed “satisfactorily.” It was under- 
stood that Paraguay replied, in 
answer to a conference protest, 
that the detention was an error. 

The two agents, a Chilean and 
an Uruguayan, were taken prison- 
er Sept. 10 in a department of 
Bolivia which. had been held partly 
by Paraguayan .troops since the 
end of Chaco war hostilities be- 
tween the two countries. They were 
held for five hours. 

Informants said both men who 
were seized carried proper creden- 
tials and traveled in an automobile 
bering an Argentine license,

Share-Croppers and a Cow. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
OUR outspoken defense of Farmer 
Thad Snow’s intelligent black cow 
lacked the deadly premise with which 


to cut down the city-bred cynic who had | 


the audacity to speak so boldly. I offer 
the following explanation as substantia- 
tion of the critter’s unusual powers. 

History shows that since the Civil War, 
which broke the South flat as a pancake, 
nearly everything has been done indus- 
trially in the South along imitative lines. 
(I am almost sure Farmer Snow will agree 
with the choice of the word “imitative.”) 
When the planters, for instance, being 
broke, couldn’t use slaves as such any 
longer and couldn’t hire labor, someone 
conceived the idea of share-cropping. 
Others imitated the policy until share- 
cropping became universal in the cotton 
country. 

In my opinion, Farmer Snow’s intelli- 
gent cow saw how things were going with 
the share-croppers and she decided, too, 
that she would save her master as much 
labor as possible. She, too, could find 
wind direction and save the master that 
much trouble, just as the share-croppers 
did all the plowing, planting, and picking 
of the crop. The economic difference be- 
tween the cow and the share-croppers 
probably was that she got more to eat 
for her trouble for her master. 

Farmer Snow will probably tell you 
there are some absentee planters (cor- 
porations) who really have less intelli- 
gence than the old black cow, meaning 
those who haven't learned how to know 
from which way the wind is blowing. 
Farmer Snow is one of those who knows 
a lot about wind directions and conse- 
quently it was not so difficult for him to 
help her along with her education until 
She really imitated the way the share- 
croppers learned to serve their former 
masters. 

Farmers in the Cotton Belt wouldn’t 
have the time or patience nowadays to 
study their cows as did Farmer Snow.

man to object. 

Added point was given the demand for an investi- 
gation by the fact that the charges connecting Sena- 
tor Black with the Klan had been laid on the Senate’s 
doorstep.

As it is, Mr. Black has been installed as a 
Justice after a purely perfunctory examination of his 
credentials, and a doubt as to his fitness that ought 
to have been resolved, one way or the other, by the 
body constitutionally charged with this duty, has 
arisen to plague him and to disturb the country. 
“Senatorial courtesy” of the kind that prevailed in 
the Black nomination should be cast into the limbo of 
discredited traditions. In observing it in that case, 
the Senate shirked a plain responsibility to the people.

It’s a rather grievous situation. 
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AFTER 150 YEARS. 

With Sept. 17 approaching, the nation’s celebration 
of the 150th anniversary of the making and signing 
of the Federal Constitution draws to a close. Much 
has been written and spoken on the subject already; 
much more will be'printed and said during the next 
few days. In this connection, few things make more 
illuminating reading than an editorial which the 
Pennsylvania Gazette printed near the conclusion of 
the proceedings in 1787. Its double timeliness sug- 
gests reproduction in full: 


_ Every enterprise, public as well as private, in 
the United States seems suspended till it is 
known what kind of Government we are to re- 
ceive from our National Convention. The states 
neglect their roads and canals, till they see 
whether those necessary improvements will not 
become the objects of a National Government. 
Trading and manufacturing companies suspend 
their voyages and manufactures, till they see 
how far their commerce will be protected and 
promoted by a national system of commercial] 
regulations. 

The lawful usurer locks up or buries his specie, 
till he sees whether the new Frame of Govern- 
ment will deliver him from the curse or fear of 
paper money, and the tender laws. The wealthy 
farmer views a plantation with a desire for one 
of his sons, but declines to empty his chest of 
his hard dollars for it, till he is sure it wil] not 
in a few years be taken from him by the enor- 
mous weight of state government and taxes. 

The public creditor, who, from the deranged 
state of finances in every state, and their total 
inability to support their partial funding sys- 
tems, has reason to fear that: his certificates will 
perish in his hands, now places al] hope of jus- 
tice in an enlightened and stable national Govy- 
ernment. The embarrassed farmer and oppressed 
tenant, who wish to become free and independent 
by emigrating to a frontier county, wait to see 
whether they shall be protected by a national 
force from the Indians and by a national sys- 
tem of taxation from the terrible pest of state 
and county tax gatherers. 

In short, the pulse of industry, ingenuity and 
enterprise in every occupation of man now stands 
still in the United States, and every look and 
wish and hope is only to and every prayer to 
Heaven that has for its object the safety of your 
country is only for, the present august National 
Convention.

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THEN THERE WERE SEVEN. 

Six Governors have declared for Mr. Roosevelt’s re- 
nomination in 1940, and an experienced Washington 
correspondent, in an elaborate thesis on practical poli- 
tics, predicts that more Governors will swing into 
line. The third-term movement is, in his opinion, 
an actuality, with the army of job-holders, organized 
and capably officered, marching as to war. 

Citizens whose memories span a quarter of a cen- 
tury will recall a somewhat similar political adven- 
ture—a studiedly drafted document memorializing the 
man of the hour, as they saw him, to come forward, 
unify a faction-ridden party and lead the way to vic- 
tory. The petition was addressed to Theodore Roose- 
velt, and it was signed by seven Governors. 

The outstanding figure in the group of seven was 
Missouri’s Governor, Herbert S. Hadley, who, as At- 
torney-General, before promotion to the executive 
mansion, had waged a war on monopoly that, for a 
bright, brief hour, promised to revitalize the Sher- 
man anti-trust law. Reminiscence may be indulged, 
perhaps, to witness that dramatic clash in New York, 
in which the “country lawyer from Missouri,” as emi- 
nent Standard Oil counsel dubbed him, reduced the 
mighty H. H. Rogers to a stammering, perspiring, 
wearied Titan. 

The seven Governors prevailed. The Colonel’s 
feigned reluctance was finally resolved with an ex- 
plosive “My hat is in the ring,” and the first shot 
of “Armageddon” rang round the world. In the tu- 
mult at Chicago, with epithets slashing the air in the 
idiom of the underworld, the manner of Hadley, as 
floor leader for T. R., was the one serene element in 
the furious hours. Possibly no more consummate lead- 
ership was ever exhibited in our conventional history, 
but the steam roller chauffeured by Penrose func- 
tioned like a juggernaut, and the essay of the seven 
Governors finished in futility. 

The analogy creaks, groans and collapses at many 
points, but the third-term tradition may not be dis- 
missed as a “tremendous trifle.” It is still an in- 
stinctive injunction. 
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W PA “CAREERS.” 

It is refreshing to note that even Harry Hopkins 
is showing signs of realizing that there are two sides 
to the relief question. He is surprising Washington 
observers by his apparent willingness to help co-op- 
erate in reducing the budget. 

Another good indication is the reply he is said 
to have made to David Laser, head of the relief con- 
tingent which marched on Washington with the de- 
mand that no further cuts be made in the relief 
rolls and that many of those dropped be restored. 
“Your people are beginning to consider relief a ca- 
reer, aren't they?’ he is said to have asked Laser. 

There is no doubt that the W P A administrator 

sensed here one of the fundamental troubles with his 
set-up. Otherwise, with times as good as they are, a 
considerable portion of the 1,500,000 W P A employes 
would have been able, by exercising whatever ingenu- 
ity they possess, to make a way for themselves in pri- 
vate employment.

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A QUESTION OF ECONOMIC EQUALITY. 
Charges that skilled Negro workers are systemat- 
ically barred from the unions affiliated with the St. 
Louis Building Trades Council are being investigated 
by a man sent here as a personal representative of 
President William Green of the American Federa- 
tion of Labor. 
In the past the answer of the unions has been that 
no Negroes who could pass the proficiency tests in 
their trade had offered for membership. In the cur- 
rent conferences, however, the question of proficiency 
has not been raised, the unions merely contending 
that there is not enough work at present to keep the 
existing membership busy and that further admis- 
sions are not in order. 
To prove their proficiency, Negro craftsmen are 
building a theater on Easton avenue, inviting any 
who doubt their trade skill to drop by for an inspec- 
tion. The «Negroes particularly insist that enough 
of them be admitted to the unions to build the struc- 
tures which will be used by their race. 
It is to be hoped that the investigation that Mr. 
Green has set on foot will be conducted thoroughly 
and without bias. In this democracy no group should 
be denied equality of economic opportunity because 
of racial considerations.

Relief farming as a permanent solution to 
the farm problem is hard to accept, because 
it leaves too many questions unanswered and 
it also leaves an annual Federal farm deficit 
hovering close to a billion dollars that some 
day must be reckoned with. 

The first American farmers were able to 
hew out a living with no other equipment 
than an ax, a hoe and a will to survive. To- 
day in an agriculture so industrially modern 
that one man can raise a bushel of wheat 
with less than 10 minutes of labor—whereas 
it formerly took three hours—the farmer is 
looking to the Government rather than the 
soil or himself for support. 

There are various explanations why the 
same soil on which the first farmers thrived 
—starting from scratch, penniless and with 
no other cover for their heads than the sky— 
can no longer sustain their progeny—fully 
equipped for operation, the wild land tamed 
and fenced, homes built and furnished, the 
world’s most efficient tools at their com- 
mand and its most lucrative market at their 
door. Overproduction, tenancy evils, soil de- 
pletion and other ills and abuses have been 
aired as factors contributing to the farmer’s 
downfall and now the object of Federal reg- 
ulation.

But little has been said ahd less done 
about two insidious, elementary causes of 
the farmer's downfall that were mining the 
agricultural foundations long before there 
was overproduction or cause for concern 
about tenancy or the wasting away of the 
soil. These are the disparity between farm 
and retail prices, and the change in agricul- 
tural trend in which the industry drifted 
from an independent self-sustaining unit ‘to 
a dependent commercial cog in a complex 
economic machine. 

At the outset, it should be food for thought 
that meat packers, grain gamblers, chain- 
store magnates, milk distributors, to mention 
only a few, have accumulated fortunes while 
the producers of the products in which they 
deal have teetered on bankruptcy. 

In the spread between farm price and con- 
sumer price are millions of dollars that 
would have kept the farmer from his pres- 
ent humiliating relief status if he had re- 


| 


| 


ceived his rightful share, apportioned in ac- 
cordance with his contribution. Not all of 
it was his, but he deserved a much bigger 
portion than he got. 
The agricultural set-up has forced him to 
accept whatever was offered. With some 
6,000,000 independent units in the field, all 
with inadequate financial backing, compared 
to any industrial undertaking, agriculture 
has been unable to exercise authority or 
power at that most vital point—marketing. 
The farmer is in the unfortunate position of 
having all the burdening costs of production 
and no say at what price his produce will sell. 
. * « 


This brings us to the second factor that 
has undermined agriculture: the change in 
agricultural policy. In its inception, Ameri- 
can agriculture was essentially a subsistence 
undertaking. The farmer supplied practical- 
ly all his needs directly from his own farm, 
with the exception of such incidentals as 
salt, spices and lead and powder for his 
rifle. These were obtained from the sale 
of surplus products, which were merely sub- 
sidiary to his main operations. 

Gradually, the trend changed, until farm- 
ing became a highly specialized business, 
commercial in every detail. The farmer be- 
came a wheel in an economic machine, as 
dependent on the whole economic structure 
as any industrial worker. The pinch lay 
in the fact that his labor wage was below 
that of the urban worker. 

The one-mule cotton farmer furnishes the 
most hopeless example of this type of agri- 
culture. Growing cotton exclusively, his crop 
sells for from $200 to $400 a year, which at 
harvest he immediately hands over to the 
landowner who has grubstaked him. 

If it occurred to him to spend part of.his 
time growing his own food, what would hap- 
pen? In the first place, the cotton surplus 
would disappear, with the result that his 
smaller crop would still net as much. Sec- 
ondly, his chief expense, his food supply, 
would be nullified by his home-grown prod- 
ucts. Consequently, the money which in 
the past he has turned over to the grubstak- 
er could be used for comforts and improve- 
ments of life now denied them. 

If he doubts that the system would work, 
he has merely to look northward to the New 
England farmer, who, practicing subsistence 
farming, weathered the depression without 
Federal subsidy and rang up the highest per 
capita income of any agricultural area.

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JUDGE SELECTION PLAN 
BEFORE LAWYERS ASSN. 


Samuel P. McChesney Doubts 
Non-Partisan Proposal Would 
Accomplish Aim. 


The plan of a committee of the 
St. Louis Bar Association for initial 
selection of Judges by the Governor 
from lists of nominees submitted 
by non-partisan committees is so 
revolutionary as unlikely to be ap- 


‘proved by the electorate, Samuel 


P. McChesney, chairman of a sim- 
ilar committee of the St. Louis 
Lawyers’ Association, declared to- 
day. 

Making it clear that he was not 
speaking for his committee, Mc- 
Chesney added the opinion that the 
plan of the Bar Association’s com- 
mittee would not necessarily ac- 
complish its aim of removing se- 
lection of Judges from politics. His 
committee, he said, had received 
the plan last Thursday but had not 
yet determined whether to support 
or oppose it, pending further dis- 
cussion and the possibility of drawe- 
ing a plan of its own. 

Similar Plan in California. 

Hyman G. Stein; president of the 
Lawyers’ Association, said he had 
observed on a recent trip to Cali- 
fornia that lawyers there seemed 
dissatisfied with the California 
plan of selecting Judges, similar in 
some respects to the proposal of 
the Bar Association committee. 
The concensus, he said, was that 
quality of Judges selected under the 
appointment system had not been 


up to the standard set by the old 
elective system in California. 

The plan of the Bar Association’s 
committee, to be submitted to 
members of the association at a 
special meeting Monday night, 
would be made effective through a 
State constitutional amendment 
submitted to voters. It provides for 
a complete revolution in the methe 
od of selecting Judges of the Su- 
preme Court, Courts of peals 
and Circuit Courts through elime- 
ination of primary elections. 

Nominations for the Supreme 
Court and Courts of Appeals would 
be made by a committee composed 
of the Chief Justice of the Supreme 
Court, one lawyer in each of the 
three Court of Appeals districts, ap- 
pointed by the Supreme Court, and 
one layman in each of the three 
districts, appointed by the Govere- 
nor. 

Would Submit Names to Governor, 

When a vacancy arose on the 
bench, the committee would submit 
names of three nominees to the 
Governor. He might appoint one 
to the office, to serve until the next 
general election, when that Judge 
might run for re-election for a spe- 
cified term of years on his record, 
If the Governor declined to make 
a selection, a second list of three 
would be submitted, from which he 
would be required to make an ap- 
pointment. 

Procedure for Circuit Judges 
would be similar, excepting, chiefly, 
that adoption of the plan in the 
variéus judicial circuits would de- 
pend on the will of the voters in 
each circuit. This provision was 
included because it was felt that 
in general voters in rural districts 
were more familiar with records of 
judicial candidates than were vot- 
ers in large cities. 

In circuits approving the plan, @ 
nominating committee of five per- 
sons would submit the nominations 
to the Governor for appointment. 
The committee would be comprised 
of the Presiding Judge of the 
Court of Appeals for the district 
in which the circuit is situated, two 
lawyers selected by attorneys of 
the district and two laymen named 
at a general election. 

The plan was presented Saturday 
to the Missouri Judicial Council, 
which last year recommended re- 
turn to the old system of nomina- 
tion of Judges at party convene 
tions as the best means of remove 
ing selection of judicial candidates 
from politics.

OLLOWING the agitation about 
F high dog licenses, here is a new 

suggestion: An effort has been 
made to get it considered in at 
least one state legislature. L. S., a 
Massachusetts reader, writes me 
the following outline of the plan: 

“If dogs were taxed on a declared 
cash value, I think it would be more 
fair to everyone than the flat rate 
for licenses which we have now. 
For instance, if I value my dog for 
sentimental or commercial reasons 
and if I can afford to pay a tax on 
a valuation of, say, $500 or $1000, or 
any other sum, for him, I should 
not then have to prove value if he 
were killed or stolen. 

“On the other hand, poor people 
who cannot afford to pay a stiff 
license fee for their dogs would be 
able to declare these dogs as value- 
less and thus would have no tax or 
license to pay on the _ animals, 
though they would, of course, be 
legally responsible for them. In 
brief, poor people’s dogs would have 
no legal value and thus would be 
untaxed. Such people would es- 
cape in this way the burden of pay- 
ing license fees they cannot afford.

lems to be solved. There are high 
strung personalities of actors and 
actresses to be handled. ahd there 
are battles to be fought with the 
‘front office.’ All these things are 
part of a director’s job. The ac- 
tual directing of a scene before the 
cameras is just a part of it. Few 
women are physically endowed to 
face such a task. During my as- 
sociation with motion pictures I 
know of only two women who have 
enjoyed any measure of success as 
directors. They are Lois Weber, 
who directed years ago in the silent 
days and Dorothy Arzner. Inci- 
dentally, I received my first train- 
ing under Lois Weber. Lillian Gish 
directed one picture with her sis- 
ter, Dorothy, as the star. She never 
attempted another.”

E wondered out loud how Miss 

Marion, a thoroughly feminine 

woman, could cope with the 
trials and tribulations of her job as 
a producer. She has worked in that 
capacity on nearly all her own 
stories during the past 10 years and, 
prior to that, directed Mary Pick- 
ford in two productions. 

“I have trained myself to control 
my emotions ever since I was a 
girl,” she explained. “I have studied 
psychology. In fact, I’m always 
studying something. At the mo- 
ment I am taking a special course 
in philosophy and _ rhetoric with 
Miss Eldred Johnstone. And then,” 
she added, as her eyes lighted, 
“there is my music. Music is a 
great emotional exhaust valve. I 
take a lesson every morning at 8:30 
and what a thumping I give the 
studio heads on those keys! Be- 
sides, I have found that one can 
accomplish his goal easier if he 
has himself under contro] than by 
getting angry.” 

Frances Marion has more finan- 
cially successful screen plays to her 
credit than any other writer in the 
history of Hollywood. We sought 
an explanation. 

“I always write what I think the 
public wants,” she said. “In my 
screen writings I am not interested 
in any story that will not make 
money. That doesn’t mean that I 
am money mad. Stories that make 
money must be stories that the pub- 
lic enjoys—and that is what I am 


after. Motion pictures are for their 
entertainment. If the public wants 
happy endings, give them to them. 
There are too many worries in the 
lives of the individual today for a 
writer to conjure more grief be- 
cause he or she has a notion that 
it is art. 

“When I want to purge myself 
of some of my inhibitions, I write 
a novel like ‘Valley People,’ that 
I did two years ago. It was a glo- 
rious failure. My inhibitions be- 
came exhibitions. But the publish- 
er’s ledger was a sorry thing to be- 
hold. My vanity costs me enormous 
amounts of money at times. But 
motion pictures are for the people 
and writers always should bear that 
in mind.” 

But Miss Marion's novels are not 
all financial failures. Her latest 
book, “Molly, Bless Her,” was pub- 
lished by Harper Bros. and M.- 
G.-M. has already bought the screen 
rights. It is a story based upon 


the character of the late Marie 
Dressler, whose great success on 
the screen in the sunset of her life 
was due in no little measure to the 
author’s writings. Incidentally, 
Miss Marion has recently signed a 
five-novel contract for the Har- 
pers. 

We were curious to know which 
of this amazing woman’s 320 con- 
tributions to the screen she was 
most proud of and said so. 

Miss Marion laughed. 

“I don’t think much of any of 
them.” 

On second thought, it was a silly 
question. That is exactly the an- 
swer one would expect from Fran- 
ces Marion. 

The one accomplishment in her 
remarkable career of which she 
probably is most proud is on file in 
the Government archives in Wash- 
ington. It is the official American 
record of the women’s side of the 
World War and was written by 
Miss Marion when, as an accredited 
Government war correspondent 
with a Lieutenant’s commission, she 
went to Europe on one of the first 
American troop ships” as an of- 
ficial observer at the front. She 
was the first woman to enter Ger- 
many after the surrender of the 
Kaiser's forces. She accompanied

the American Army of Occupation 
into the Rhineland. Furthermore, 
and to the delight of Miss Marion, 
there is pending an arrangement 
for her to go to China in the same 
capacity. 

The writer-producer’s penchant 
for vigorous experiences is well in- 
dicated in the program of stories 
she has listed among those she is 
ambitious to make after her cur- 
rent assignment, “The Pioneers.” 
They are “Penitentiary,” by Court- 
ney Riley Cooper; “Persons in Hid- 
ing,’ by J. Edgar Hoover, G-man 
head of the Division of Intelligence, 
and “American Adventure,” by 
Floyd Gibbons. No drawing room 
banter or tea-table twaddle there, 
in spite of the fact that Miss Mar- 
ion is one of Holywood’s best host- 
esses and is perfectly at home pour- 
ing tea. 

Frances Marion is regarded as 
one of the highest paid personalities 
in Hollywood, which suggested that 


she might have some ideas on the 
much publicized state and nation- 
al income taxation that has brought 
vociferous comments from time to 
time from the movie biggies. She 
had; but they were not what we ex- 
pected. 


“The high taxation of incomes in 
Hollywood along with other in- 
dustries,” she said, quite casually, 
“will result in better motion pic- 
tures.” 

She observed our look of sur- 
prise. 

“I know,” she continued, “that 
isn’t apparent at first glance, but 
it is sound reasoning. The fact is, 
however, that the mounting rate of 
income tax that is levied in the 
upper brackets has discouraged the 
thought of accumulating a lot of 
money. The Government takes so 
much of it after a certain amount 
of itis earned that there is no point 
in collecting pay checks beyond a 
certain point. The result is that 
directors, writers and stars in Hol- 
lywood do not accept all the jobs 
they can get. They work more 
slowly and with greater care on 
what they are doing. This results 
in better thinking and better work. 
Pictures are bound to reflect such 
a condition and improve.”

is an indefatigable worker. She 

works because she loves it. 
Her day starts promptly at 8:30 
each morning with a music lesson 
of one hour. Then she takes care 
of her correspondence and the 
management of her home. From 
10 o’clock to 6:00 p. m, she is in 
her office at the studio, enmeshed 
in a maze of story and production 
conferences. After dinner, she re- 
tires to her study and writes until 
midnight. This is her program 
every day in the week except Sat- 
urday and Sunday.

screen continuities for London 
Films, Ltd. These were “Knight 
Without Armor and “Love From a 
Stranger.” Her last scenario work 
for American pictures was “Ca- 
mille” starring Greta Garbo. 


From her pen and now on the 
presses, is a textbook called ‘“‘How 
to Write and Sell a Film Story.” 
It will be used in a good many 
universities as a basis for courses 
in motion picture writing. From 
Samuel Goldwyn, the producer, she 
obtained the script of “Marco Polo,” 
written by Robert Sherwood, as 
the basis of her instructions. She 
considers it one of the best scripts 
ever written. And, that is char- 
acteristic of fair, generous, friendly 
Frances Marion. She gives credit 
where credit is due. 

Intensive activity has character- 
ized Miss Marion’s life since her 
school days in San Francisco when 
she and Anita Loos—another prom- 
inent scenarist—were classmates at 
a private boarding school, In fact, 


both she and Miss Loos sold their .- 


first screen stories while they still 
were at school, at the tender age 
of 15. They were made into two- 
reel pictures by D. W. Griffith, fore- 
most of the pioneer directors. 
Marion’s story was called “The 
Stranger” and Miss Loos’ “The New 
York Hat.” Mary Pickford and 
Lionel Barrymore appeared in them. 
The authors were paid $5 each. To-

rumor, brings many thousand times 
that much. 

Miss Marion attended the Uni- 
versity of California's special classes 
for two years and then stormed 
the San Francisco newspapers and 
landed a job as a feature writer 
and artist. She had picked up an 
ability to sketch and paint some- 
where along the waytto the grand 
sub-deb maturity of 16. Anita Loos 
was with her. She also got a news- 
paper job. They were then, and 
are now, it seems, as inseparable 
as St. Paul and Minneapolis. 

Finding her way into the adver- 
tising business, Miss Marion landed 
in Los Angeles and got a job do 
ing posters for Oliver Morosco, who 
was conducting one of the most 
famous theatrical stock companies 
in America. It was there that she 
met and painted some of the actors 
and actresses who became the 
greatest personalities of the stage 
and screen. That they are still 
her friends is a commentary on 
Frances Marion as a person, These 
included Laurette Taylor, Bert Ly- 
tell, Robert Z. Leonard, Lewis 
Stone, Marjorie Rambeau, Jimmy 
Gleason, Lucille Webster and War- 
ner Baxter. 

Although the talented young 
artist-writer was making $125 a 
week—a fabulous sum at the time— 
she saw in motion pictures a great 
opportunity. So she tossed it all 
into the discard and took a job as 
secretary, film cutter and press 
agent at the Hobart Bosworth Stu- 
dios. This led to writing and the 
first thing she did were 13 stories 
for Mary Pickford, two of which 
she directed. 

That was in 1915. 

Since then, Frances Marion has 
been associated with every impor- 
tant studio in the business. or 
10 years she was under contract to 
the late Irving Thalberg at M. G. M. 
as writer and producing associate. 

“And without an unpleasant mo- 
ment,” she says proudly, speaking 
of Thalberg. 

Incidentally, when Thalberg was 
associated with Universal Studios 
very early in his career, graduating 
from the position of secretary to 
Carl Laemmle to the rank of pro- 
duction boss, becoming recognized 
as the boy wonder of Hollywood, he 
and Miss Marion had planned to 
form their own company. But some- 
thing interfered. 

“But what,” we asked Miss Ma- 
rion, “of your career as an act- 
ress?” 

“Oh—oh, that,” she said. “Well, 
my career as an actress consisted 
of exactly one picture. It was a 
Western with Monte Blue I looked 
like a.scarecrow in a windstorm!” 
At that moment Courtney Riley 
Cooper and Frank R. Adams, no 
small fry in the writing world them- 
selves, were announced. It was time 
for resumption of the production 
conference on the Columbia picture, 
“The Pioneers.” We bowed out. 
Going down in the elevator we tried 
to approximate the value of writing 
talent in that room—Frances Ma- 
rion, Cooper and Adams. It must

Carbohydrates 
Are Decreased 
For Diabetics 


Patients Cannot Use Normal 
“Amount of Sugar and 
Starch in Diet.

F all the chronic diseases that 
(attic mankind, diabetes is the 

best one to have, but there are 
two catches in it. It can be man- 
aged better than any of the others, 
and such management gives won- 
derful results, but it depends upon 
constant attention and intelligent 
understanding of the disease. A 
man with cancer, whether he is 
rich or poor, stands about the same 
chance of recovery (which, inci- 
dentally, is very good). And if he 
uses enough sense, or by the offices 
of his friends manages to fall into 
the right hands, from then on he 
need not use any intelligence or 
self-control or will power—the re 
sult will be the same anyhow. Not 
so diabetes. 


The first stumbling block the 
diabetic who is just learning to 
handle himself goes up against is 
that he must weigh and measure 
his food. He is not used to this 
and furthermore most of the for- 
mulae are expressed in grams (the 
metric system) which is addition- 
ally confusing to him. But this 
need go on for only a few weeks— 
after that he has learned to meas- 
ure roughly the amounts in each 
food, and besides in most cases of 
diabetes it is unnecessary to be 
terribly accurate. In the cases 
where extreme accuracy is essen- 
tial, insulin comes in to help, so 
again extreme accuracy is unnec- 
essary. But approximate accuracy 
is necessary, so let us try to 
straighten out the mathematics. 

First, very briefly, what is dia~- 
betes? Diabetes is a low tolerance 
on the part of the body to sugar 
and starch—the carbohydrates of 
the diet. The diabetic body cannot 
utilize as much of them as the nor- 
mal because the secretion of the 
pancreas, insulin, which normally 
burns them up, producing energy, 
is lacking. Hence, if too much sue 
gar or starch is eaten it simply 
flows off in the urine. In tre: tment, 
other foods to replace the carboe 
hydrates must be substituted in ore 
der to keep the body from attack- 
ing its own flesh. Treatment aims 
to keep the amount of carbohy- 
drate eaten just at the patient’s 
ability to utilize it: all diabetics 
can utilize some carbohydrate. With 
this treatment, improvement oce 
curs, and tolerance rises, If treate 
ment is not adhered to, the con- 
stant presence of sugar in the blood 
causes poisons to accumulate, with 
the result of acidosis, fatigue and 
sluggishness, and the danger of 
boils, carbuncles and other complie 


cations. 
T diets given out usually list the 

different foods in terms of 
grams and kilograms—the metrie 
system. It isn’t really hurd to get 
on to this, because no normal per- 
son has ever been in the habit of 
weighing his food in any system of 
weights. A weighing machine 
marked in grams can be obtained . 
in any physician’s supply house and 
many-drug stores. The diabetic 
himself or herself should weigh his 
or her own food for a month in ore 
der to learn what portions of what 
weigh how much. 

In diabetic instructions, body 
weight is quoted in kilograms: a 
kilogram is 22-10 pounds, 

An ounce is 31 grams — about 
two tablespoonfuls. 

A glass is about six ounces.
